fairly small, rigidly disciplined or 
ganization. not everyone in Russia 
is a member of the party. Out of 
a population of more than 200 mil 
'lion people, probably not more 
than 10 million are permitted to be- 
long. 
t|kA would-be member is screened. 


After he's in his work and loyalty 
to the party ate watched and ex- 
amined. This means he toes the 
party line. In a Communist court 
try being an ex-Communist is re- 
ported to be less pleasant than 
never having been a party member 
at all. 
• 
Call It 
Democracy 


But the Russian 
Communists 


protest they have a really demo- 
(jratic setup. Theoretically, all par- 
ty members are expected to argue 
any issue the party is trying to 
decide: but, once the decision is 
made by majority vote, they must 
obey the party's will absolutely. 


Actually, the decisions are made 


at the top by Stalin and his hand- 
picked lieutenants who form the 
Politburo, which runs the party. 
Since the party runs Russia, the 
Politburao runs the whole show. 
J| But if the Politburo just kept on 


doing, without even pretending to 
let the party members think they 
have a say, it couldn't keep up the 
Democratic fiction. 'So Stalin and 
his friends decided long ago there 
should be a national congress ev- 
ery three years. But they got pret- 
ty careless about it. The last was 
held in 1939. 


Why Now? 


Yesterday 
announcement was 


made in Moscow that there'd be 
another congress, the' first in 13 
years, in October. Why now? The 
usual guessing game started in the 
western capitals. 


Unless this country's Central In- 


telligence Agency, America'i su- 
:>tr-spy organization, has a pipe- 
me into the Politburo itself, it's 
unlikely even top U. S. officials 
•enow why Stalin called the con- 
gress. So the guesses will range 
'rom the most ominous and sinis 
er Communist motives to a simple 
desire on Stalin's part to keep up 
democratic appearances. 
The only amusing note in the 
>loscow announcement was 
the 


news that the Politburo will be 
ibolished and replaced by a "Prae- 
idium/" The only possible effect 
his can have is the added difficul- 
y of spelling the new name.

If Franco Gets Too Greedy He 


May Get a Sad Surprise 


Spain reportedly has set a sky-high price for taking a 


position in the European defense line-up against Russia. 


The Franco government rose to power from tOie bpan- 


ish civil war in which the Communists actively backed the 
side Franco was fighting, and finally defeated. Spam played 
it cozy with Italy and Germany in World War II, and even 
had 4roops fighting alongside the Germans on the Russian 


The line of division between Communist Russia and the 


rest of the world is much more sharply marked than it was 
then, so why has Spain suddenly decided to take the role 
of a retiring Ferdinand who would rather nibble daisies 
than fight it out in tiie ring? 


After four months of negotiating between this country 


and Spain, little progress has been made, according to un- 
official sources. 
We want military bases there, but not 


enough to meet the price Franco is asking. 


Congress already has earmarked $125,000,000 m mili- 


tary aid to Spain, which may have given Franco the not 
unique idea that there's more where that came from if he 
can just hold out a little longer. 
• 


And, 
difficult as the financial position of impoverished 


" Spain may be, it's just possible she can hold out. The situa- 


tion of her farm crops is improved, for one thing. 


And it has been suggested" that Franco may believe if 


he can just get over the present hump in the negotiations, 
his chances for really tapping the till will be improved. 


He may think that this country needs the bases in Spain 


so badly that eventually we will have to meet his price. But 
both the Pentagon and the State Department have inch- 
cated that if that's the way he feels, he's in for a surprise 


With our whole system of defenses building up in Africa 


and under NATO in Europe, the .importance of bases in 
Spain somewhat diminishes. 
They're still important, of 


course, but not so much so that we're going to let ourselves 
get sandbagged. Not, at least, by Franco. 


Meantime, it will be interesting,'when the wraps have 


f been taken off the current negotiations, to see just how 


big a chunk of the moon he was really asking for.

discovered an opportunity to make 
a highly artistic false card. 


West opened the king of dia- 


monds, continued with the ace of 
diamonds, and then led out three 
rounds of clubs. It was now up to 
South to win the rest of the tricks. 


South looked at the dummy dis- 


consolately. ' He could reach dum- 
my only once, and therefore could 
not finesse through East for both 
of the missing queens. He was 
tempted to lay down the king of 
hearts and finesse through West 
for the queen of hearts, 
after 


which he could finesse through 
East for the queen of spades. 4 


The flaw in this plan was that 


West could hardly be expected to 
show up with heart length in view 
of his jump bid in diamonds. 


South finally decided to finesse 


through East for the queen of 
trumps and then rely on dropping 
the queen of spades. It seems like 
a slim hope, but it had the su' 
preme virtue of being absolutely 
accurate. 


South therefore led a low heart 


to dummy's ace, and it was at this 
point that Becker demonstrated 
his artistry. He simply dropped 
the nine of hearts. 


This put a different face upon 


matters, so far as South was con- 
cerned. Apparently the queen of 
hearts was going to drop without a 
finesse.- Hence South could use his 
single entry to dummy for the 
spade finesse instead of for the 
trump finesse. 


South therefore led the jack of 


spades and let it ride for a finesse. 
West was happy to win with the 
queen of spades, and carefully re- 
turned his remaining spade. When 
South next laid down the king of 
hearts, he discovered he had been 
diddled. 


Becker produced a low heart 


and took the second setting trick 
with the queen of hearts. If Becker 
had played the hearts "normally," 
however, South would have made 
his contract instead of being set 
two tricks.

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Storm Mits Missouri State Fair 
Grounds; One Dead 12 Injured 


By The Associated Press 


Thundershowers w i t h g u s t } 


winds cooled' the central portions 
of the nation today but more sun 
shine and heat was on tap for 
most of drought-seared Texas. 


An area of thundershowers ex< 


tended from the northern Great 
Lakes southwestward across the 
central Mississippi Valley to the 
southern Rockies. Elsewhere skies 
were mostly fair. 


Heavy wind and rain raked parts 


of northeast Missouri and western 
Illinois. 


The storm swept the Missouri 


state fair grounds, killing one 
person, injuring 12 and causing ex- 
tensive damage. 


The high winds destroyed ferns 


wheels and other carnival rides 
and wrecked buildings. The storm 
came during the early morning 
hours when the fair was not in op 
eration. 


At Clarence, in northeast Mis 


souri, a dozen houses were danr 
aged and carnival tents, put up for 
a town celebration, blown down. A 
severe thunderstorm also hit St. 
Louis."The storm stopped a per- 
formance at the outdoor Municipal 
Opera and blew down some stage 
scenery. 


There was no official estimate 


of damage at the Missouri state 
fair, but officials indicated it might 
exceed $500,000. 


The dead man was identified as 


Harry Pyle,. Kalamazoo. Mich., a 
concessionaire with the carnival. 
Infantrymen

rifle. When I got rid of the rifle, 
I came to the surface, fighting to 
stay up with my boots pulling me 
under. 


Victims Scream 


"It was every man for himself. 


I'll never forget those screams as 
long as I live. I heard one man- 
it was awful the way he shouted 
it—cry 'help me I can't swim'. It 
was like a voice from the grave— 
I knew he had no chance. 


"I'm 
a pretty good swimmer. 


About 300 yards downstream from 
the sandbar, the flood washed me 
up against the bank."

"The great problem of America 


today," he said,, "is to take that 
straight road down the middle, the 
path of progress that will never 
allow tyranny to become the fea- 
ture of the American government." 


The general promised 
that as 


President he would devote all his 
efforts to providing a government 
"that does not grow complacent, 
that does not grow away from the 
people and become indifferent to 
them, that does not become arro- 
gant in the exercise of its power, 
hut strives to be the partner and 
servant of the people and not their 
master." 


When one party has 
been too 


long in power, Eisenhower said, it 
becomes so sure of itself it does 
not have the will to uproot the first 
sign of dishonesty in government. 


Instead, he added, it "goes along 


and thinks never mind, that it will 
be all right." 


The general called for devotion 


of the nation's energies to peace, 
and "not to the sterile, negative, 
stupid business of war or prepara- 
tion for war." 


In his prepared text, the GOP 


nominee said the present adminis- 
tration is one which "with 
new 


faces and names is seeking to per- 
petuate itself" through election of 
his Democratic opponent for the 
presidency, Gov. Adlai Stevenson 
of Illinois. 


But 'in the address he 
made 


there was no mention of that. He 
did not, in the first place, refer to 
Stevenson by name. 


In calling for a middle course, 


he said it must be assumed that 
all Americans accept such social 
gains as old age security, insur- 
ance against unemployment, de- 
cent housing and better education 
facilities.

Stevenson planned to sleep late 


and mix a little fishing, boating 
and just plain loafing with his 
speech writing. He also agreed to 
another news conference today. 


Yesterday, the Democratic pres- 


idential nominee told reporters he 
feels "very comfortable" about 
his chances for beating Eisenhow- 
er. But he said the greatest ob- 
stacle m his path is the Repub- 
lican argument that it's "time for 
a change" in administration. 


Stevenson and his 
lieutenants 


have clearly indicated that in com- 
batting this argument they will 
hammer on the counter-argument 
that Stevenson's election would be 
a change in faces and in approach 
to policies. 


Hits Corruption 


He said yesterday he would deal 


with corruption 
"ruthlessly" 
if 


elected. "I always have and I al- 
ways will." he added. 


And he went on to say that the 


best way to deal with what he has 
called "a mess in Washington" 
would be to name qualified and 
incorruptible men to government 
jobs—thus eliminating the wrong- 
doing before and not after it hap- 
pens.

Siviss Cheese Making an Art 


CARL MILLER, noted Wisconsin Swiss cheese maker, brought 
( 
cheese-making know-how from his native Zurich. Switzerland. 


By GAVNOK MADDOX 


MONROE. \Vis.-This town of 


about 7,000 people, most of them 
of Swiss descent, is called the 
Swiss cheese capital of the woilcl. 
In the Boi den-owned cheese fac- 
tory and assembly plant alone, 
nearly a million and a quaitcr 
pounds of cheese are produced a 
year, and over 15 million pounds 
assembled. 
'Making Swiss cheese, a valuable 
protein food, is not an assembly- 
plant job. It's an ait. Carl Miller, 
cheese maker in the Lakeshire- 
Marty plant here, was born in 
Zurich, Switzerland, and biought 
with him the old-world know-how. 
The cheese maker is the big wheel 
in the entne making of those big 
wheels of Swiss that weigh aiound 
370 pounds each. 


Miller, powei fully 
built, 
dark 


haired, with muscular aims and 
flashing white teeth, is actually 
in business for himself. Most 
Swiss cheese factoiies in Wiscon- 
sin are cooperatively run by farm- 
ers who ptoduce the milk. The 
farmeis either own or rent the 
plant and employ a skilled cheese 
maker to operate it. 


The cheese maker himself sup- 


plies some of the equipment, all 
the labor and various supplies. As 
compensation he receives a per- 


centage of the piocceds fiom the 
sale of the chcebc. Top cheese 
niakcis like Miller icceive ti\\\ 
$12,000 to S20.000 a year. The laige 
cheese companies buy the output 
of the cooperatives and sell it 
over the woikl. 


The cheese begins when high- 


quality milk is pouied into copper- 
lined kettles holding 1.-100 qilftits 
each. 
Fiom 
theie 
on 
Miller 


watches every opeiation, doing 
many of them himself. 


He drains the cuid in a 


mesh bag, shapes it in a 
hoop four feet m diameter and 
six inches deep, salts the wheels 
in brine for thice clays then cuics 
cheese in special cold rooms. 


Next he staits the eye-forming 


in waim looms, wheie by thump- 
ing he judges the eye's progiess. 


Then moie cuiing; next, aging, 


and, finally, packing for shipping. 


Carl Miller is a "no-day-off" 


man. By choice, he woiks se^i 
days a week, from five m the 
moimng until eight at night, and 
says he has done that for ye.us. 


"You got to \\atch cheese like a 


baby. Can't just go off and leave it 
until it's fully aged," he explained, 
looking vigoious, nerveless, pioud 
and quite able to take caie of him- 
self either in or out of the Swiss 
cheese plant.

Cigar Store Indian Is Being Restored to Life

NEW YORK —(NBA)— The ci- 


gar store Indian, who vanished 
along with horse can and bustles, 
is showing signs' of coming back 
to life. 


A new organization, the Society 


for the Preservation of Cigar Store 
Indians, is attempting to find and 
preserve examples of the hand- 
carved figures that used to stand 
outside tobacco shops. 


The annual Cigar Harvest Fes- 


tival, in Hartford, Conn., will use 
ancient cigar store Indiana as a 
motif. 


And. even more important to 


any self-respecting wooden Indian, 
there appears to be a few employ- 
ment opportunities around. Re- 
ports reaching the SPCSI indicate 
some tobacconists are reviving the 
old custom of standing a carved 
brave outside their doors.

One f«fiop in St. Augustine, Fla., 


wheels a gum wood Indian outside 
every morning, and wheels it back 
inside when it locks up at night. A 
New York store, owned by vener- 
able James B. Russell, keeps its 
wooden figure in the window, away 
from destructive weather and chil- 
dren. 


Russell's Indian is an authentic 


relic. He's traced its history back 
to a cigar store in Monticello. N. 
Y.. where it stood outside for many 
years. He's sure that, like most Of 
the older examples of the art, his 
was carved at sea by a ship's car- 
penter out of a block of gumwood. 


Actually, 
according 
to 
cigar 


store Indian historians, the figures 
are not an American invention. 
They were first used in England, in 
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PRESERVED IN THE WINDOW, instead of out in the elements 
this authentic wooden cigar store Indian, owned by James B. 


Russell in New York, is studied by a couple of passersby 


the early 17th Century, when tobac- 
co and Indians were virtually syn- 
onymous to the English mind. 


A statue of Pocahontas, enticing- 


ly offering a handful of wooden 
cigars, was the first such figure 
in the U. S. That one appeared in 
Boston in 1730.* • • 


From that date, the use of fig- 


ures spread like wild-'fire, reach- 
ing their peak in the three dec- 
ades from 1850 to 1880. Most 
were hand-carved and most fea- 
tured Indians, ^but there were ex- 
ceptions. 


For a while, there was a fad of 


wooden Uncle Sams, in place of 
Indians, 
but that 
faded. And, 


around 1890, metal ones appeared 
but never achieved much popular- 
ity. They 
were more 
durable, 


cheaper and easier to move in and 
out, but they didn't have the orig- 
inality of the one-of-a-kind hand- 
carved • wooden Indians. 


The decline of cigar store In- 


dians traces to a good many local 
laws, which banned the appear- 
ance of any advertising symbol on

during September on eye care for 
both adults and children. 


"Most eye accidents among cnil- 


dren occur during 
unsupervised 


play," Dr. Foote points out.-"That 
is why it's so important for par- 
ents to supervise their youngsters 
playing time. You actually risk a 
child's eyes if you permit him to 
play the kind of games in which 
sticks, stones, 
firecrackers, 
BB 


guns or sling-shots are used as 
toys." 


Of course no one expects you 


to tie Johnny and Mary to the 
kitchen sink. But you can keep 
them from 
playing 
dangerous 


games. 


"Teach them to play in gym 


nasiums, playgrounds 
or 
other 


recreation areas where there are 
competent supervisors on hand to 
keep the games from ^becoming 
too dangerous," Dr. Foote says.

built and will not break'into jag- 
ged pieces that could Injure an 
eye.

signed; round corners and blunt 
points are two good safety fea- 
tures. 


3. Don't buy a toy which is "too 


old" 
for your child. 


•». lU-gardlcss of age, make sure 


that your youngster can handl4§ 
the toy properly. A box of tools 
can be educational fun, or it can 
be dangerous, depending on wheth- 
er Johnny knows how to handle a 
hammer and screwdriver. 


5. Keep firecrackers, BB guns 


and bow and arroxv *ets out ot 
the hands of small children. These 
aren't toys—they're weapons. 


"Boys injure their eyes about 


three times more often than girls," 
comments Dr. Foote, "because -% 
as mothers of growing boys prob- 
ably know — they're so active. 
We have also found that children 
of junior high school age run up 
the highest number of eye acci- 
dents. 
* 


"And according to studies made 


by the National Society, three out 
of five eye accidents among chil- 
dren are the result of blows or 
falls. One out of five is caused 
by sharpe-pointed objects—such a<%- 
sticks, knives, scissors and sharp" 
pencils." 


Most of these accidents can be 


prevented, but only with adequate 
supervision and good safety hab- 
its. "That puts it squarely up to 
Mom and Dad," Dr. Foote says. 
"It's 
their job—and it's a vital 


job, because we owe our children 
the right to see."
